Public Service Reserve Is Name of 


Organization for Work in Ship 


Building. 


Since the organization of the United 
States Public Service reserve, which 
has been brought into exiatance as a 
war measure to expedite the war 
work in this country, mainly for the, 
ship building program, twelve men 
have already signed their enrollment 
blank and filing it with Postmaster 
J. J. Cunningham, who has been ap- 
pointed enrolling agent for Janeaville. 
The enrollment in the "United States 
Public service reserve is in no way 
a military organization but is simply 
a sort of employment agency, the 
seal as the regular public service and 
is for men and women who wish to 
find employment 
with the 
govern- 
ment. Which, will probably be in the 
ahi.p building line as the Ship Build- 
ing Corporation is making frantic calls 
for more help so that ship building 
can be r.ushed and kept ahead of the 
submarine losses. The pay received 
is in practically all cases considerably 
higher than, any private enterprise 
can afford to pay, and men. and wo- 
men of practically all trades or no

noon on Mondays.

No candy is to be sold in candy 
stores, candy standa, and theaters. 
The sale of ice cream, soda water, 
and soft drinks of every description is 
prohibited. 
Popcorn stands are not to perate. 
The spirit of this law is to discon- 
tinue the sale of liquor everywhere 
on Mondays. 
The exemption of one or more 
offices in a building- does not exempt 
the balance of the building. The spir- 
it of the order is that heat should he 
turned off from 
such non-exempted 
offices and that they should not be 
used, also that elevator service be 
provided only sufficient to provide thp 
necessary service to the exempted 
offices. 
Restaurants may remain open 
all 
day Mondays for the sale of food only 
but must not sell liquors, sofr. urinks, 
or cigars. 
Barber shops may remain open un- 
til twelve o'clock noon on Mondays. 
News stands, cigar and 
stationery 
•stores may remain open for the pur- 
pose of selling newspapers and peri- 
odicals only. This means that no ci- 
gars are to" be sold anywhere on Mon- 
days by cigar stores, cigar stands, res- 
taurants or clubs. 
Drug stores may remain open all 
day for the sale of drugs, medical 
supplies, newspapers and periodicals 
only. 
So-called "news-stands 
in 
hotels 
and other places should sell nothing 
)ut newspapers and periodicals. 
Theaters, moving picture houses, 
billiard halls, bowling alleys, uance 
halls mav remain open Mondays but 
must close all day ^Tuesdays.
